The 
renovation will be completed utilizing in-house Golf Division staff.  The current scope of the project includes re-shaping 
greens and tees, leveling fairways, and re-grassing the course with new hybrid Bermuda grass.  Forthcoming on a separate 
Request for Council Action will be the purchase of the sprigs and sod needed to complete the turf installation at Morris 
Williams Golf Course.  Other planned improvements include drainage repairs, irrigation expansion, and cart path

The greens mix specified in the solicitation is an approved United States Golf Association (USGA) growing medium 
necessary to complete renovations at the facility USGA greens mix enables the Golf Course Superintendent to maintain a 
high quality turf-surface for public play.  The greens mix is made up of a sand particle and organic matter which promotes 
proper moisture control to obtain a healthy high-traffic tolerant turf.
